LONDON, Nov. 23.—(BUP)—The German D.N.B, News + 
Agency's radio transmitter in the Berlin area went off the air early 
tonight suggesting that R.A.F. night bombers might again be 
raiding the capital. Radio Frankfurt and the Nazi-controlled Paris 
radio also fell silent, all for “technical reasons,” the usual eaplana- 
tion advanced when Allied bombers are over the continent.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—(AP)—Passing the record for the | 
heaviest aerial attack in history, the R.A.F. and R.C.A.F. en- 
gulfed Berlin last night with more than 2,300 tons of high 
explosive and incendiary bombs, thundered down from 1,000 
bombers. 

Mile upon mile of the world’s third largest city, from 
downtown Berlin to its outer suburbs, was smashed by the 
bombs—topping the total of 2,300 tons dropped in the raid 
which laid waste to Hamburg. 


First-hand accounts from Berlin correspondents of 
Stockholm newspapers told graphically how destruction 
ran through the heart of the city, wrecking government 
buildings and foreign legations. 


“Berlin never can recover from this blow,” the Afton- 
tidningen quoted its sources as saying. 


Still Burning From Thursday Raid 


Industrial areas still burning from the heavy raid last 
Thursday night were smashed again. Strong formations of 
daylight bombers roared across the English channel to add 
further weight to the growing Allied effort to wreck the 
Reich by aerial assaults. 


Lancaster and Halifax squadrons of the R.C.A.F. 
joined in the massive bombing attack, delivering for their 
part what was described in a Canadian communique as the 
“heaviest attack yet made on the German capital.” 


Reports reaching Stockholm said the blasting of Berlin 
was heavier than even the greatest raid ever launched on 
demolished Hamburg. 


The great avalanche of bombs landed on a city parts of

Maybe there is more traffic on Edmon- 
ton streets now than there was a year 
ago, but not three times as much, nor 
any volume approaching that. Yet at the 
close of last week traffic fatalities for the 
vear numbered 14, while at the parallel 
date a year ago the number was 4. 

This more than threefold increase is 
alarming. It is out of relation to the 
amount of the traffic, measured against 
the average of fatalities in cities of com- 
parable size. No one needs to be told that 
not all these killings were the results of 
unavoidable accidents. With proper cau- 
tion and proper traffic control at least 
some of them would not have happened. 

It is time to do something about this, 
and the city council should find out what 
steps are necessary and take them without 
delay. Obviously we need more stop-and- 
go lights at downtown corners. Everyone 
who uses the streets knows that traffic 
regulations are being violated daily, by 
pedestrians as well as by motorists. Per- 
haps none of the fatalities of the year are 
traceable to these factors. But there must 
be some reason or reasons why Edmonton 
streets are growing progressively danger- 
ous, 
Council should find out the reason or 
reasons, and apply whatever measures are 
needed. That so many street killings occur 
in a city the size of Edmonton is appalling 
and discreditable.

A 700 Mile Jump 


The world knows now what Admiral 
Nimitz meant a couple of weeks ago when 
he said ‘The time has come to strike” in 
the Pacific. The first of the predicted 
blows came when Allied troops, mainly Un- 
ited States troops, landed last week on two 
islands in the Gilbert group—the two 
which the Japanese had most heavily for- 
tified. That carried the island war across 
the equator, into the northern hemisphere.

They have, however, a proper interest 
in the set-up of the undertaking, particu- 
lars of which have been given out at Ot- 


tawa. The agreement provides that the 
Government of the United States may 
bore wells and construct necessary pipe- 


lines in the North West Territories, the 
Yukon and Alaska, and shall own and op- 
erate these for the duration of the war. 
When the war ends the properties are to 
be valued, and the Government of Canada 
given the first chance to buy them at a 
commercial valuation, There is a further 
provision that the installations are not to 
be dismantled by any purchaser without 
the consent of the joint-defence board of 
Canada and the United States, 
Twenty-seven wells are now producing, 
at the combined rate of 3,000 barrels of oil 
per day, The pipeline from Skagway to 
Whitehorse has been completed, and that

| his children will walk on four legs, 
|or moo or neigh. 

{ If racial characteristics were car- 


ried by the blood stream, the re- 
j sistance of one race of men to 
having transfusions of the blood or 
plasma of other races would prob- 
ably be insuperable. For, although 
they have no control over it in the 
first place, most men do not desire 
to change their race, unless they 
belong to one which suffers peculiar 
disadvantages. If the man’s visible 
racial characteristics make it diffi- 
cult far him to find work, or ex. 
pose him to humiliations, he may 
desire to escape from his race by 
obliterating its more obvious char- 
acteristics. Among many American 
Negroes it is a social distinction to 


be light colored for the obvious 
reason that they thereby more 
closely approach the dominant 


white world. In a great and pros- 
perous African civiliation exactly 


the reverse would probably be 
true 
Orientals, who live largely on

Extra $65,000 
Is Needed by 
Engineer's Dent 


City council Monday night was 
asked to vote an additional $65,- 
000 to the appropriation for the 
city engineer's department to 
meet over-expenditures caused 
through abnormally severe wea- 
ther conditions last winter and 
spring.
